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Jewish Teachers, Rabbis Lash 
At Religion - in - School Programs

BROOKLYN (JP)—A public school principal of Conservative

A principal of a Boro Park pub- 
lic school, Milton B. Perlman, 
wrote in the weekly Bulletin of 
the East Midwood Jewish center, 
of which he is a member, a plea 
for separation of religion and the 
schools. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT 

In an editorial titled, ‘Holiday 
Celebrations in the Public 
Schools,” he stated: “We must 
not decry the desire to encourage 
respect for one’s neighbor’s faith. 
But we cannot satisfy our con- 
science that the singing of Christ- 
mas carols, truly religious in con, 
tent, is in harmony with the 
spirit of the desire for the found- 
ing fathers to separate church 
and state. It is no compensation 
for the error of neglect of that 
principle to include a Jewish fes- 
tival as a balance ... Let carols 
and festival hymns be part of the 
church and synagogue services.” 

Meanwhile, Orthodox Rabbi Ja- 
cob Hecht, head of the Committee 
for the Furtherance of Jewish 
Education, sent a “non-conform- 
ity” directive to the more than 
7,000 students who participated in 
released time programs under its 
sponsorship. The directive told 
the youngsters “not to sing, speak 
or-recite anything” in the public 
schools which, in their estima- 
tion, was associated with religion. 

The principal of a Brooklyn 
school objected personally to the 
directive, according to Rabbi 
Hecht. The principal maintained 
that no religion was stressed in 
his classrooms, and although cer- 
tain students refused to join in 
their recitals, such songs as 
“White Christmas” and “Rudolf 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer” couldn’t 
be construed as “religious.” 

HOLDS GROUND 

Rabbi Hecht reiterated to him 
that the students couldn’t be com- 
pelied to participate in any phase 
whieh hinged on religion and 
would be instructed on their 
rights, Rabbi Hecht also sug- 
gested a poll on the subject be 
taken of Jewish parents, conduct- 
ed by the State, if need be, as 
State referenda are voted upon. 

Similar instructions of rights 
were issued from the pulpit in a 
sermon from a Reform rabbi. 
Dr. A. Alan Steinbach of Temple 
Akavahth Sholom told his congre- 
gation of an incident in a public 
junior high school.

U.S. Embassy Outlines

Blood for the World 


Karl Landsteiner 
(1868-1943) 

EARLY the lives of thousands of people the world over 
are snatched from death by a timely blood transfu- 
sion. Yet, not so many years ago, saving a human being’s 
ebbing life by injecting into the body the blood of another 
person was a hazardous and dangerous experiment. Often, 
the patient died because the blood of the two bodies did not 
match. Today, blood matching is a precise science, and blood 
transfusion a successful and simple everyday hospital rou- 
tine. All this has been made possible by the labors of Dr. 

Karl Landsteiner. 

Landsteiner was born in Vienna, the son of a doctor. 
Following the family tradition he studied medicine. He 
worked as a pathologist and began to do research work 
with blood. He discovered that different individuals have 
different blood characteristics and began to classify blood 
groups and make tests to observe the reactions to transfu- 
sions. This work became the starting point for a series 
of advances in medical knowledge which 30 years later was 
to bring world fame to Landsteiner. 

Carefully and accurately Landsteiner noted his observa- 
tions, and after many experiments, he finally suggested the 
use of the blood group for medical purposes. He conducted 
experiments, too, in immunology and susceptibility. He was 
able to produce in a monkey the dread disease of infantile 
paralysis. This started other investigators on a series of 
experiments for the cure of this scourge. All that is now 
known of the cause and cure of this disease is directely due 
to Landsteiner’s original monkey experiments. Landsteiner 
received the Nobel Prize and was hailed as one of the great 
scientists of his time. His experiments on blood transfw 
sion mark one of the great advances in the history of medi- 
eine,

OS ANGELES must seem to 
# a lot of people like the 
Promised Land, the way they’re 
crossing rivers and desert to get 
there.

According to tradition, Moses 
was not permitted to enter the 
Promised Land. In Los Angeles, 
however, Moses is represented in 
three different sites. A statue en- 
titled The Finding of Moses 
Fountain, a reproduction of the 
one by Brazza in the Pincian Gar- 
dens in Rome, is in the world- 
famous Forest Lawn Memorial 
Park, eastward on the main drive. 

A replica of Michelangelo’s 
Moses, the gift of Mendel-Silber- 
berg, is in the Harry Hollzer Me- 
morial Hall of the four-story Jew- 
ish Community building, 590 N. 
Vermont ave. The building itself 
is unique. Erected and owned by 
the Los Angeles Jewish Commu- 
nity Council, the structure is the 
headquarters of virtually all local 
Jewish organizations and South- 
ern California branches of many 
national Jewish agencies. Its 
kosher dairy restaurant is the 
only one of its kind in the city. 


The paintings in the Wilshire 
Boulevard Temple, at Wilshire 
and Hobart aves., include Moses 
in the bullrushes, the Burning 
Bush, the Red Sea and the Chil- 
dren of Israel about to cross it, 
Moses with his hands _ out- 
stretched, Pharoah and his hosts 
drowning in the sea, and the Ten 
Commandments. The temple, a 
site in itself, houses the city’s 
oldest and largest Reform eon- 
gregation. 

Los Angeles has at least 44 
other places of Jewish interest.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Can you please elucidate upon the 
D origin and meaning of our family name, Arian.—Mrs. P. 
ARIAN, Port Chester, N. Y. P.S. My father-in-law was from 
Pinsk. 

ARIAN is an adaptation of the Hebrew name Aryeh or 
aryah (A Lion). This Hebrew name is a by-name of the Hebrew 
name Judah which is usually accompanied by the name Leib. 
A re-translation of Leib gives you the term Aryeh. The terminal 
“n” is either an evolution of the final “h’” (our H is pronounced 
N in Russian), or a loan from the usual Russian ending. Arian 
is also a popular German name but there it is an abbreviation 
of the name Adrian.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I would very much appreciate infor- 

mation on the derivation of our family name, Elconin. My 

father was born in Kiev, Russia—MARY ELCONIN, Cleve- 
land, O. 

ELCONIN is an adaptation of the Hebrew name Elchanan 
(God favored). At the time Russian Jews were directed to adopt 
permanent family names (1804) Elchanan was the patronymic 
of your ancestor and this was the name he perpetuated. The 
altered spelling is an assimilation to Russian terminology.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: For years I have read The National 
Jewish Post; and have read your very interesting column. 
Of course, often I had thoughts of writing to you, but not until 
today have I decided that you might be kind enough to let me 
know if you can help me with the etymology and meaning of 
my family name. I was born in Dardanelles, Turkey of Asia, 
and my name is Jerome S. Varon. We speak a Spanish lan- 
guage known as “Ladino”. I am a Sephardic Hebrew. While 
my parents were born in Turkey, I wonder if they were not 
there as the result of the Spanish Inquisition. At any rate, if 
with the above information, you ean help me as to the origin 
and meaning of my name, you will oblige me immensely.—

-VARON is indeed a Spanish term meaning “a man”, “a 
masculine person”. As a family name it is used among Sephar- 
dic Jews as a synonym for Moses, who in the Spanish Bible is 
referred to as “Varon de Dios” (A Man of God). At first Varon 
was used as a patronymic, or father’s name, but in time it be- 
came a permanent family name. Varon is stil a popular name 
in Spain today; although for some reason it is more frequently 
changed to Varona. It is very curious that the noble title of 
Baron is itself a derivative of the Latin “varo” (a male) which 
the Spanish transformed, into Varon.

Ruins of 3 Civilizations 
Found Near Kibbuiz 


RAMAT RAHEL, Israel (JP)— 
The ruins of three civilizations, 
in the midst of some modern ru- 
ins of the 1948 war for indepen- 
dence of Israel, are now on dis- 
play in this kibbutz within the 
city limits of hte Jewish part of 
Jerusalem. 

The ruins, uncovered last fall, 
date back as far as 2,800 years 
and have been’ described as 
being from the eras of the Ju- 
dean monarchy, Hellenistic and 
Byzantine periods. Portions of the 
ruins indicated that the fortress 
| uncovered was probably a place 
of considerable importance in the 
time of the Judean kings. 

Pottery, and seal impressions

“MASSADA” WAS first pub- 
lished in 1927 and went through 
several editions since.

For over two dec- 
ades young halutzim-in-training 
and halutzim in Israel danced the 
hora singing “The Chain Un- 
broken” from Lamdan’s ‘Massa- 
da.”

LAMDAN WAS NOT only a 
fine poet, but also an unusually 
fine human being. He was mod- 
est, courteous and free from 
petty .personal considerations. 
What is even more unusual in 
Israel, he never allowed any par- 
tisan considerations to influence 
his judgment on public matters. 
For about 20 years he published 
a monthly magazine called “Gily- 
onot” (Sheaves), which served as 
a free forum for anyone who 
had enough integrity and enough 
talent and which encouraged 
new talents in fiction and in po- 
etry, without regard to anything 
else but merit. 


The Histadruth Ivrith of Amer- 
ica had arranged to bring Lam- 
dan here for a tour of the coun- 
try. The meeting scheduled for 
January 8 will now be converted 
into a memorial meeting for a 
prematurely deceased poet, who 
had left his imprint on his age 
as few have done.

Your Child’s Skipping a Grade 
May Prove Good If He’s Ready

HE END of the semester was approaching, and a note arrived from Frieda’s teacher. Frieda was

' A Good Choice 


HE elevation of William Rosenwald 
to the chairmanship of the United 
Jewish Appeal is no mere chance selec- 
tion, and is as deserved and as much the 
resul€ of long, hard work 
as was the scaling of Mt. 
Everest this past year. 
Many followers of de- 
velopments in the U. S. 
Jewish community in the 
past 10 to 15 years will 
recall when Rosenwald, 
eager to be of service, still 
found it difficult to put 
words together in the kind 
of exhortatory speech that 
seems to be the one final requisite for 
leadership in the Jewish community. 
Years of apprenticeship in posts with 
the Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds and the Joint Distribu-

tion Committee, and of course with the 
U.J.A., found Rosenwald maturing and 
developing, and rising to the stature that 
made possible this final selection to a 
post as high as any in the Jewish com- 
munity. 

That Rosenwald is the brother of 
Lessing Rosenwald, president of the 
American Council for Judaism, is an al- 
most weird fact, in view of the solid 
support the UJA has given to Israel. The 
two brothers take divergent paths, al- 
though both are motivated by precisely 
the same aims—to aid the Jewish com- 
munity. 

William Rosenwald follows a num- 
ber of famous names in the position of 
top fund-raising leadership in the U. S. 
Others may have been more brilliant but 
none were as diligent or as hard work- 


ing. 


Pretty Lively Corpse 


HE imminent doom of the Yiddish 
press has been predicted so often 
that it will come as a shock to many to 
whom the wish seems to have been fa- 
ther to the thought to learn that the 
corpse is not a corpse at all. 

The one theme most dominant in the 
Anglo-Jewish press has been the slow 
demise of the Yiddish press. This is the 
Anglo-Jewish press’ sly, venal way of 
asserting that it was the media of power 
and influence now that the Yiddish press 
was waning. 

But the Yiddish press is more dur- 
able than was expected. F 

We are brought to this thought by 
the 40th anniversary of the Jewish Day, 
now combined with the Journal, as the 
Day-Journal. 

The Audit Bureau of Circulations, an 
instrument which furnishes reliable aud- 


magazines, shows in its most recent re- 
ports on the Yiddish dailies just how 
durable are these media. 

In 1950 the paid circulation of The 
Jewish Daily Forward was just under 
80,000 daily. This year that figure was 
almost 4,500 more, for a total of 84,437. 

The Day-Journal stood at 63,814 
daily for the first quarter of 1954. 

Together these paid circulations are 
more than that of the combined circula- 
tions of all the Anglo-Jewish weeklies. 

But what is more, these papers have 
a loyal readership and a tradition which 
make them far more effective in the 
ways in which newspapers are effective, 
than the Anglo-Jewish press. 

This is not to say that the Yiddish 
press is saintly or perfect. But it is to 
say that the role which the Yiddish press 
has played and still plays in the life of 
the U. S. Jewish community is much
